The Affair Was a Massacre, Such 
as the Apaches and Sioux

Congressman Whitthorne Defeated in His District— 
Nommmations in Half a Dozen Other 
Districts.

THE MASSACRE 

OF SIX COLORED MEN AT LANCASTER, 8. C., 

AND THE WOUNDING OF EIGHTEEN OTHERS 

NO WHITH MEN SCRATCHED. 

Spectal Digpatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

LANCASTER, B. C., Sept. 80.—The bloody riot 
which occurred here on the 27th was the legiti- 
mate sequence of the aggressive policy of the 
South Carolina Democracy against free speech. 
Ou several occasions during the past two weeks, 
serious rows bave occurred. at Greenback and 
Republican meetings, tor which the Democrats 
can alone be beld responsibie. Yet the leading 
newspapers in the State, notably the influential 
and powerful Charleston News and Courier, com- 
mend the red-shirted Democracy in breaking 
up these political meetings. 

AT WINNSBORO 
last week a Greenback meeting was crushed out 
by mounted and armed Red-Sdirters, and the 
Greenback nominee for Governor, J. Hendricks 
McLane, an inoffensive and respectable gentie- 
man, was shamefully maitreated. It is asserted 
by a prominent citizen of Columbia who was 
there that it was the evident purpose of the in- 
furlated Democracy to murder McLane on the 
spot. As a matter of fact he barely escaped 
with bis lite. The News and Courier, which 
claims to mold publio opinion and lead the peo- 
pie in South Carolina, 
ACTUALLY APPLAUDED THE DISGRACEFUL 
PROCEEDINGS 
of the Winnsboro bulidozers. Of course this 
eucouraged repetitions of these political dis- 
orders, and the Lancaster riot followed as a 
natural consequence. Thus far only Democratic 
versions of this bloody affair have been pub- 
lished, and these agree in casting upon the 
Greenbackers and Republicans the entire re- 
sponsibility of the bloodshed. Since matters 
bave quieted down diferent accounts have been 
cireulated, The following is the substance of a 
promineot white Republican’s statement con- 
cerning the riot; “Several days before the 
meeting, 
WORD WAS SENT OUT 
to the Democratic clubs throughout the county 
to come to town prepared to break up Cash's 
meeting. Befere Col. Cash assumed the role of 
Greenbacker he was very popular in Lancaster, 
but as soon as he announced himself an Inde- 
pendent candidate for Congress he became a 
target for abuse, and immediately lost the 
friendship of many prominent citizens of bis 
district. But despite theireumity and maligulty 
Cash determined to make the canvass and to be 
beard on the stump. He advertised to bold a 
meeting here on the 26th, anda large crowd of 
colored and white Greenbackers, Republicans 
and Independents, flocked to hear bim. 
HE MADE A FEARLESS SPEECH, 
in which he denounced the Democracy for vio- 
lating the pledges made by Hampton. He cen- 
sured-them for passing unjust and grinding 
laws, Originating a scheme to oheat the colored 
voters at the polis, attempting to suppress free 
speech, and for corrupt practices generally. 
During his speech there was no loud disturb- 
ance; but it afterward transpired that a party 
of bloodthirsty and hot-headed Democrats had 
premeditat erking Cash from the stand and 
beating him With sticks. The vigilance of sey- 
eral trusted friends of Cash, who were ap- 
prised of 
THE INTENDED OUTRAGE, 

prevented its execution, and thereby probably 
prevented a much deadiler fight than actually 
followed. Cash, having finished his addfess, said 
he would accord to any Democrat present the 
privilege of replying. Mr. David Carter, editor of 
the Lancaster Ledger, who had sat near the 
speaker takiug notes, rose to reply, and made a 
short, good-humored speech, in which de at- 
tempted to refute the charges made. After 
Carter had spoken a few minutes some of the 
Democrats commanded him to come down and 
not take part in the meeting; that 

THEY WOULD HAVE THEIR FUN LATER. 
Cash and Carter then left the stand to repair to 
the hotel in another part of the town. There 
was no unseemly demonstration over their de- 
parture, and the crowd beganto disperse grad- 
ually. A prominent colored politician named 
Crockett, who stood near the stand during the 
speaking, and bad been loud in his applause 
turoughout Cash's speech, was approached by 
three Red-Shirters, who simultaneously attacked 
bim with sticks, one baving a drawn pistol.

IN ordering the release of Dwyer Gray, of 
Dublin, Judge Lawson is said by the cable 
dispatch to have attempted to defend his 
action in committing him to jail. His only 
plea seems to have been that what he did was 
legal. But the release is a confession that 
sending the editor of the Freeman’s Journal 
to prison was, evenif legal, unjust and un- 
warranted, It was aninstanceof blundering 
and arbitrary judicial interference on techni- 
cally legal grounds, in a case where judicial 
action should have been guided by considera- 
tions of equity and political discretion. The 
statements made by Editor Gray in his paper 
were clearly within the province of a jour- 
nalist, and to imprison him for them was a 
most injudicious act of tyranny, which it 
was surprising to see Mr. Gladstone defend, 
as he did. 


Mn. GLADSTONE has not yet officially de- 
fined his Egyptian policy, but the Englisn 
papers are suggesting ready-made policies 
for him without number, Among them the 
Spectator, which is one of the coolest and 
most reasouable of the organs, makes some 
very excellent suggestions—namely: that 
Egypt shall bave a native Government; that 
that Government shall be placed beyond any 
danger from insurrection; that England 
shall insist on good internal administration; 
that Egyptian autonomy must be reconciled 
with Egyptian good government, and both 
with the permanent ascendency of Great 
Britain in the Khedive’s Court. The sue 
gestions, as we have said, are excellent, be- 
cause they preclude all idea of the status 
quo ante, but how to secure them and how 
to effect this triple reconciliation is a prob- 
lem which will puzzle the most acute of the 
Liberal statesmen. 


Tue Khedive of Egypt has the right to 
place whom he chooses at the head of his 
army, provided Turkey does not object, but 
it is not very flattering to Gen. Stone Pasha, 
the American officer, who for ten years past 
has been reorganizing the Khedlve's forces, 
to be requested to step aside and make room 
for Baker Pasha, although he was the par- 
ticular friend of the Prince of Wales, It 
will be remembered that Baker Pasha, as 
Valentine Baker, Colonel in the English 
army, attempted to commit a criminal out- 
rage upon the wife of an English tradesman 
in a railway compartment and was arrested 
for it, and convicted. Public sentiment was 
so bitter against him that his friend, the 
Prince of Wales, did not dare to interfere, 
and upon the conclusion of the case he was 
dismissed from the English army by order of 
the Queen and soon after: turned up in the 
Turkish army as a Pasha. Heis now made 
commander of the Khedive’s forces, 

Tue Legislative convention in the Ninth 
Senatorial District has become involved in a 
very unnecessary snarl, at least so far as the 
nomination of Mr. W. E. Mason for Senator 
is concerned. The fact is undisputed that 
Mr. Mason was the choice of the Fourteenth 
Ward delegation, and that this delegation of 
itself constituted a majority of the conven- 
tion. Mason’s nomination was therefore a 
foregone conclusion, irrespective of the de- 
cision of the contest in the Thirteenth Ward. 
This contest, by the way, so far as an out- 


sider can judge of so complicated a subject, 


was settled in an amicable spirit by the ma- 
jority of the convention in the resolution to 
admit half of each delegation. This is the 
usual way of settling contests when there is 
asincere desire on the part of the majority 
to promote harmony and concillate the mi- 
nority. Except when the two factions of a 
convention are resolutely intent on cutting 
each other’s throats they usually can com- 
promise on a divided delegation, giving half 
to each side. Under the circumstances the 
bolters are put in au awkward position, from 
which they will have some difficulty in ex- 
tricating themselves with credit or honor. 


AmonG the resolutions adopted by the Na- 
tional Woman's Suffrage Convention at 
Omaha is one declaring it to be * the para- 
mount duty of Congress to submit a sixteenth 
amendment which shall secure the enfran- 
chisement of woman.” The statement is 
simply ridiculous in its exaggeration, Cer- 
tainly there area good many things which 
Congress may do for the country in prefer- 
ence to the submission of a woman’s-suffrage 
amendment to the Constitution, Changes in 
the organic law of the Nation are not of such 
triflmg nature as to be submitted upon any 
demand that may be made. It will be time 
enough for Congress to undertake the initia- 
tive in an effort to force woman’s suffrage 
upon the country when a majority of the 
States shall have conferred the ballot upon 
women. So long as there is no other evi- 
dence of a popular demand for the waman's 
enlargement of suffrage privileges and the 
radical change in woman's condition in- 
volved in the proposition except an occa- 
sional meeting of a few women with long 
names and short hair who cannot even point 
to a formidable backing among their own 
sex, it will be folly for Congress to giye the 
subject any serious attention, 

Tur meeting of the Fourth Ward Repub- 
lican Club last night fully equaled in interest 
and excitement any that have recently been 
held by that muscular organization. When 
the Fourth Ward Republicans cannot create 
a disturbance all the signs of an exciting 
canvass and a big turnout at the polls may 
be regarded as having failed. It was evi- 
dent last night that the anti-Aldrich men 
were largely in a majority in the meéting, 
and the Aldrich men in sheer desperation 
sought to postpone or prevent a vote by a 
resort to technicalities. They demanded a 
roli-call for purposes of delaying. This is. 
if we understand the matter, filibus- 
tering—pure and simple. The amiable 
member from the South-Side district 
knows what “filibustering” is well 
enough, He has seen it tried often 
in Congress by the representatives of the 
Solid South, The anti-Aldrich men in the 
Fourth Ward last night accepted the situa- 


tion good-humoredly. They adjourned the 
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resolve nselyes into à mass- 
jeéting. A delegate ticket, understood to 
be first and foremost opposed to the re- 
nomination of Mr. Aldrich, and, secondly, in 
favor of one or more of his opponents, was 
nominated, and no Aldrich ticket was agreed 
to. The proceedings indicate a very full 
turnout at the primaries, at which every 
vote on either side will be needed. The 
Fourth Ward probably has the decision of 
this question in its own hands, as it has had 
the decision of many contests before; it is 
hoped that all Republicans in that ward 
realize that the “eyes of the country are 


upon them.“

damage has been done. The fields of Pro- 


vence have been deprived of a screen to cut 
of the chilling Alpine blasts, and suifer for 
the want of the moisture that would have 


beeh gathered up in rains and snows on the 
wooded hills. Mr. Cleaveland quotes a pre- 
diction by the late George P. Marsh, that if 
ever the Adirondack fo1ests were destroyed 
similar results would followin New York, 
The self-interest of the individuals of the 
community cannot prevent such a calamity. 
Some supervision by the State is necessary. 
The obliteration of the pine is proceeding in 
the West ataruinous rate for the lack of 
some intelligent control of the greed of in- 
dividual owners, who are entailing great 
losses on the whole country. 


THE COUNTY NOMINATIONS. 

The matter of local politics is now eceupy- 
lug much of pubiic attention. There are 
four Congressmen to be elected in this 
county, and the Republican and Democratic 
parties will have each at least one candidate 
in each district. This involves four conven- 
tions and eight candidates. One wing of the 
Dewocrats have nominated a candidate in the 
Second District, and in the Third District 
nominated Mayor Harrison, who has de- 
clined. That party has taken no action in 
the First or Fourth Districts, The Republie- 
ans have nominated Col. Davis in the Third 
District and Mr. Adams in the Fourth. The 
convention for the First District has been 
called, and the nomination will be made dur- 
ing this week. No action has been had by 
the Republicans in the Second District. 

During the last ten days some action has 
been taken by the Republicans in some of 
the Senatorial districts, and it is possible 
that couventions will be held in the other 
districts so soon as the Congressional con- 
ventions are all out of the way, 

The final struggle in the matter of nom! 
nations will be over the convention to be 
held for the nomination of county officers. 
This convention is to nominate a County 
Treasurer, a Sheriff, a Coroner, a Judge of 
the Couty Court, a County Clerk, a Judge of 
Probate, and a Clerk of that court, and five 
County Commissioners. These officers con- 
stitute to a great extent the executive gov- 
ernment of the county. It is needless to say 
that the number of persons tendering their 
services to fill these offices is more than ordi- 
nary, showing that the spirit of personal sac- 
rifice to serve the public has not altogether 
been exhausted. 

This county, with about 
ants, with large property interests, and 
much dependent upon the fidelity and ca- 
pacity of its officers, is interested in the elec- 
tion of this large number of officials, whose 
terms run for two, three, or four years, For 
allof these places the legal salary or com- 
pensation is large, and for others it is enor- 
mous, while in the cases df the County Com- 
missioners the opportunities are equal to the 
ambition of the most avaricious or corrupt. 
There is no good reason why a respectable, 
competent, and strictly conscientipus and re- 
sponsible man should not seek any of these 
places, and findin any of them a fair and 
just compensation for his time, his ability, 
and his integrity. The wonder is that the 
men of that class seeking the places are not 
more numerous than they are. There are, 
of course, a great many persons seeking the 
places, but there are far more who would 
seek them, and are entirely qualified, who 
are so excluded by machine politics that they 
do not even venture to ask a nomination for 
any ofitice. 

There are several names before the public 
at this time of persons who have had some 
experience in public affairs, and who if nom- 
inated have most favorable records, but in 
the list of those canvassing the city by day 
and by night, bargaining and selling, trading 
and swapping, with a view of log-rolling in 
packing and governing caucuses and canven- 
tions, are to de found men who have fol- 
lowed the convention busifess during many 
years, Ali these offices have large patron- 
age in.the way of deputiés, assistants, and 
clerks, and in the eternal processions going 
from saloon to saloon, urging the claims of 
the various professional candidates, are hosts 
of expectauts who look forward to sharing 
this patronage. It is altogether likely that 
the conventions will seek for all these places 
men whose only recommendation is the efti- 
cacy and energy which they can show in 
getting delegates, who by a strange fiction 
are supposed to represent some portion of 
the general public, but really only repregent 
the keepers of saloons and doggeries, which 
on such occasions have voters“ on tap to 
vote at any primary in amy ward for any 
candidate of any party who will. pay the most. 

Tue TuibuNne has no disposition to advo- 
cate or oppose any candidate for oflice as 
against another candidate of the same party 
where both are personally unobjectionable;: 
it desires the nomination by fair means of 
men respectable in character and competent 
and of unquestioned integrity. It desires 
these things, first, because the public have a 
right to these qualifications, and because it 
desires the success of the Republican ticket. 
This is no year for depending on party disci- 
pline for party success, ‘The Republican 
States of New York and Pennsylvania have 
already, probably, been lost to the party be- 
cause of the attempt to force upon the public 
by unfair means candidates who rely exclu— 
sively upon party machinety to elect them. 
The popular as well as the party sense of 
propriety revolts at such insults to public 
justice and public intelligence, and the in- 
sults will be resented at the polls. 

The Republican party in this county has 
much at stake. Its hope of success depends 
upon the approval of men of intellégence, 
character, and respectabiiity. It has noth- 
ing to expect from ignorance and the mop 
spirit, because in hese it cannot com pete 
with the Democratic party. It cannot afford. 
therefore, to insult the party and the public 
by nominating candidates selected from the 
stereotyped list of officeseekers, or selecting 
from the list of incompetents who expect to 
be nominated and thus force the party to 
vote for them. There was never an occasion 
when there was greater necessity for a 
county’ ticket made up of men represent- 
ing intelligence and character, and free 
from all odious and scandalous  associa- 
tions and combinations. What is wanted 
is a ticket composed of men whom every 
citizen can feel justifiea iu voting fur with-

MR. HARRISON DECLINES. 

After much perturbation of spirit Mayor 
Harrison has apparently decided not to bea 
candidate for Congress against Col, Davis in 
the Third District, At all events this is the 
reply he made yesterday to the committee of 
the “irregular” Democratic Convention 
which tendered him the nomination, There 
were traces of regret to be discerned ju the 
long, rambling speech he made to the com- 
mittee, and several references to that mys- 
terious contingency which might have in- 
duced him to run. Mr. Harrison has at no 
time given any hint as to what this contin- 
gency is, but it is not difficult to guess. He 
is ambitious to go to the United States Sen- 


ate. In fact, there is no office too bigh for 
his aspirations. If he were persuaded that 
by making the run for Congress he could 
secure the election of enough Democrats 
from Republican legislative districts in 
Cook County to obtain control of the 
next IIlinols «Legislature, and thereby 
assert an undisputed claim upon his 
party for a seat in the Senate, he would go 
into the figbt. But he has evidently con- 
cluded that this is a forlorn hope. The most 


was that he had made uphis mind he could 
„not benefit his party by making the race.“ 
That means that he is convinced he could 
not be elected, and at the same time couid 
not contribute by his candidacy to the elec- 
tion of Democratic members of the Legisla- 
ture who would not otherwise be elected. 
In view of this conclusionall his character- 
istically vain remarks about his never run- 
ning well unless he has a majority to whip ” 
counts for nothing.

How are they going to get the worth of the 
money they have spent on him or be repaid 
for the enthusiasm which they have worked 
up in his behalf if they are not to enjoy his 
official protection? Mr. Harrison is naturally 
averse to encouraging the opposition of those 
classes which have heretofore furnished him 
with the most efficient support he has had. 

Mr. Harrison, in his remarks to the com- 
mittee yesterday, pretended that he has all 
along given out that he could not be a candi- 
date. The may labor under this delusion, 
but as a matter of fact he has constantly 
heid out a possibility of his sacrificing him- 
self to his pafty’s cause, and he has led the 
ward politicians a lively dance by his inde- 
cision. In taking this course, and finally de- 
clining to be a candidate, he has made the 
election of Col, Davis doubly sure. He has 
placed his own pafty in the Third District, 
and also the few Republicans who are dissat- 
isfied with Col. Davis, in the position of urg- 
ing that he (liarrbon) is the only man who 
could possibly beat Davis. This may be 
very gratifying to Mr. Harrison’s vanity, but 
it is hard on his party now that he declines to 
run. The Democratic managers and the dis- 
affected Republicans in the district join in 
assuring Harrison that he alove has any 
chance to defeat Davis; but, after taking 
ample time to look aver the field, he now 
tells these people in elfact that he is satisfied 
he cannot beat Davis; the inevitable infer- 
ence is that nobody else tan, and Davis goes 
into the campaign with bis election fully as- 
sured to him. If Harriseu calls that a back- 
ing of his friends he has peculiar ideas of 
political obligations, and if he thinks he has 
earned the gratitude of his party by an inde- 
cision which makes party defeat certain in 
his district he will probably discover that he 
has made a mistake. Mr. Harrison is wise 
in deciding not to run, buthe would have 
been wiser still if he had not flirted with

LATE -HONORS. 

It has often been the fate of genius to wait 
long for its honors, and most usually they 
are posthumous. In such case they are 
gratifying as tending to send the name and 
fame of the gesius down to posterity, but 
cannot be very satisfactory to the ghost of 
genius as it witnesses the elegance of the 
memorial marbje and reads the glowing 
tribute cut into it, and thinks of the days 
when in the flesh it suffered from lack of 
bread and sympathy. Sometimes genius has 
the rare felicity ef seeing the fruition of its 
labor, witnessimg the acclamations of the 
multitude and réceiving its reward, but such 
cases are rare. They usually ask for bread 
and get a stone. It is not often, however, 
that even the mpst ‘neglected genius has to 
wait 800 years for his monument, but that 
fate has happened to Guido Aretino, of Arez- 
20, Who has lain in his grave just about 
eight centuries ance he first saw the light in 
his little Italian birthplace, not reck- 
ing that he twas destined to make 
a discovery that was to extend its Influence 
down to latest tine. If Guido’s ghost wan- 
ders about undef the pleasant Italian skies 
at night, revisiting the old haunts, it will 
now discover that his somewhat dilatory 
townsmen have erected a statue to him lu 
this year of grace 1882, wien all the civilized 
world is enjoying the fruits of his discovery 
in every opera-heuse, church, concert-rooin, 
and in every héme where music plays its 
part in making ifattractive. 

Guido Areting was a simple Benedictine 
monk, quiet and frugal in his habits, not 
caring forthe great world, and intinitly pre- 
ferring the gcholastic and peaceful quiet of 
his cell, even to the pomps and pageautries 
of hig church or to the splendors of holy 
days in Rome. One day, however, while the 
good man, who loved to sing, was in the 
choir of the Monastery of Pomposa, he 
listened to the Foices of his fellow-monks 
who were labofiously and monotonously 
chanting the praises of St. John, and as he 
Ustened was struck with the gradation of the

He revolved the 
matter in his mind and soon made a new and 
perfect system of solfeggio. Music in his 
day was crude, and before his system was 
formed it had advanced about as far as it 
could go, but Guide’s discovery laid the 
foundation upon which all succeeding cent 
uries have built. His fame reached the 
Pope, who invited him to Rome and studied 
his systemg He would have had him 
remain there as an honored guest, but simple 
Guido preferred his quiet retreat at Arezzo, 
and in due time was gathered to his fathers 
and passed tothat place where all good monks 
go, and where it is to be presumed he has by 
this time heard better muste than that which 
he used to hearin the Monastery of Pomposa, 
and has made the acquaintance of the giants 
in music who builded such glorious fabrics 
of song and symphony upon his gamut. It 
may be that the statue has no peculiar charm 
to him as he contemplates it from the heav- 
eniy hights, but he must have watched with 
pleasure the magnificent manner In which 
his genius has been turned to account dur- 
ing eight centuries, and smiled complacently 
as he thought that, although the great com- 
posers were much more learned than he, 
their creations might never have seen the 
light but for his discovery. His scale bas 
been the germ of every musical triumph and 
has made musical progress possible, and it 
dominates the complex and rugged periods 
of Richard Wagner equally with the chirp- 
ings and twitterings of the village composers 
ot easy waltzes and pretty psalm tunes. It 
would be a pleasant task to follow the prog- 
ress of music in Guido’s own land since his 
death, from a period of remarkably brilliant 
success into its period of decline, from which 
itis now slowly emerging through German 
influences, but there is onlyspace in a daily 
paper to consider the subject from the stand- 
point of news and to extend congratulations 
to the manes of Guido that at last he has as 
brave a statue as any of his compeers or suc- 
cessors, though he has waited long and pa- 
tiently for it.

THE SEPTEMBER WHEAT DEAL. 
The wheat bears have got caught again, 
though not so badly this time as they were 
in July. They counted cn a big wheat crop, 


in which respect they were right: but they 


miscalculated in regard to the quantity of 
that wheat which would come at their call 
during a few weeks after harvest. The farm- 
ers did rush their wheat to market during 
August, as the prices offered them were very 
attractive. But there was a wide difference 
between $1.4 and 81.02, the latter being about 
the top of the recent market till very near 
the close of the last month. The wheat has 
moved rather freely during September, but 
not in sufficient volume to enable the bears 
to break down prices for that month to the 
low figures at which they have sold longer 
futures. 

It is believed that a little more than 500,000 
bushels are undelivered on the September 
deal, which is perhaps one-fifteenth part of 
the total quantity sold to the longs. It is, 
however, probable that some, if not most, of 
the half million bushels willbe settled up on 
Mouday, as the stoutest of the shorts on the 
July deal walked up and settled at the last 
inoment yesterday. Their example may lead 
to the avoidance of another committee and 
appeal to the courts. ‘The squeeze is nota 
bad one, and the losers will meet with little 
sympathy if they refuse to pay after taking 
the chances of gain on the severe decline 
they had hoped for,

New York, Sept. 30.—The New York Tribune's 
special cable says: Egyptian matters 
are passing through a period of suspense. lu 
the extreme scarcity of news, the papers devote 
elaborate editoriais to the Cairo exploslon. The 
Chief poiat of the recent telegrams is the al- 
lewed prevalence of hatred for foreigners in the 
Cairo popuiation. The incidents reported, how- 
ever, indicate rather religious fanaticism than 
the existence of the alleged national feeling. 
English confidence in the Egyptiau tribunals 
for the trial of Arabi is not profound. There 
are no signs here of a vindictive feeling, but 
Sir William Gregory's appeal for Arabi will only 

do him harm. 

CONCERNING THE SETTLEMENT 

to be adopted, the public is thus far in absolute 
ignorance. No Cabinet Minister bas opened his 
mouth.

Increased stringency, 
I may say, is notanticipated here. The Economist 
today thinks that any prospect of gold going to 
America would harden rates in London, it being 
generally admitted that the Bank of Engiand is 
not in a posiuon to stand a drain for export. If 
New York seeks money in London, London can 
getitio Paris. Meauwuile, the continual fiuc- 
tuations in New York unsettle values here, dis- 
turbing an otherwise strong market. 

GRAY MUST PAY HIS FINE. 
To the Western associated Press. 

Dusty, Sept. 30.—Judge Lawson has ordered 
the release of E. Dwyer Gray on the payment of 
his tine—£500. 

Judge Lawson, while defending his act in im- 
prisoning Gray on legal grounds, said he feit 
that justice had now been vindicated, better 
things being observable. 

Justice Lawson, in ordering the release of E. 
Dwyer Gray, pointed out that since his impris- 
onment, a considerable change for the better 
had taken piace in the tone of bis paper, tue 
Freeman's Journal.

WaHexreas, We believe that public officeis a 
public trust and that pubiic officials who are

Wuereas, We believe that the use of official 
posidion and patruoage, whether municipal, 
State, or National, for the politidal advance- 
ment of the official or of the political party to 
which be belongs, is a gross abuse of trust and a 
dishouest diversion of the pubiic fuuds; and 

WHereas, We believe that the true and prin- 
cipal office of party machmery is not to sup- 
press the voice of the people and ascertain 
merely the seifish personal preferences of of- 
ticeboiders and placemen, but by free and fair 
methods to ascertain, and when ascertained, 
effectually to execute the will of the majority 
of tue members of the party; and 

Wuereas, We agree with the publicly ex- 
pressed approval by the present President of 
the United States in bis i tter of acceptance 
ot the principle that Original * 
ments to the public service sbould be 
based upon ascertained fitness. The tenure of 
ottice Should be stable. Positions of respouasibil- 
ity should, so far as practicable, be filled by the 
promotion of, wortay and efficient officers. The 
investigation of all complaints, and the punisu- 
ment of all official misconduct should be prompt 
and thorough’; and 

WHERBAS, we believe that the interference of 
the Federal Government, by means of the vast 
power and patronage at its disposal, to control 
or subvert the will of the people of a State in 
matters local to the State is a violation of that 
principle, and is dangerous to our free institu- 
tions; and 

W nerneas, We believe that both In the prepara- 
tion for and in the wanageiment and control of 
the recent Kepublican State Convention, the 
voice of the mass of Kepublican voters was sup- 
prestzed by the open and scandalous abuse of of- 
ficial power; and that the party machinery. 
thrgugh the immense influence and patronage 
of the Federal Administration, was captured and 
manipulated in the interest of the official candi- 
date of that Administrauon for the higbest office 
in the gift of the citizens of this State, woile the 
apparent majority for that candidate in the con- 
vention was Una ly secured by the unseating of 
delegutes fairly elected, and the scarcely con- 
ceuled corrupt political bargain for tne second 
place on the ticket; theretore, 

Resolved, Toat the Brooklyn Youog Republic- 
an Club, true to the principles of its constitution 
and to the bigh standard which has governed 
its action in the past.

mouey will be fortbeoming, whi ch, 
though vastly idadequate, will be of 
grenut service in keeping a sufficient 
fund in the bands of the local board. The sani- 


tary cOndiuon of the city is contided to the Local 


Board of Health, and, while it has refrained 
from making ans formal 2 to the country 
for contributions or aid of any sort, still free 
and voluntary contributions are thankfully re- 
ceived, and will be intelligently and ecouomical- 
ly expended. All such shouid be sent direct to 
D. G. Brent, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Health. This board bas 
120 paid nurses on duty today, in addition to 
about a dozen sistersof mercy. The paid nurses 
cost frequently $3 per day. The board has fur- 
nished numberiess needed articies to the 
destitute for four weeks past, and a great 
deal of medicine and medical attendance. How 
lung its resources will boid out to meet the im- 
mense expense ne one can predict. The Marine 
Hospital service, with its large means. contrib- 
uted nothing and will do nothing except tooffer 
to estabiish a sanitary cordon, from which. in 
the face of local quarantioe, no earthly good 
could result, but which would invoive a useless 
expenditure of public money. Cordons will not 
puy for uurses or relieve the destitute,

Plain linen collars and cuffs are assuredly 
to be worn again, and very deep cuifs and 
Charles LL collars are preferred by many 
followers of this severe fashion. They look 
trim and neat, but it will take some time to 
reéstablish the custom of wearing them after 
the more negligé fashion of wearing lace 
alone. 

With the pretty and very becoming velvet

A Greatly Improved Demand Yes- ma 
terday for Vessels to Carry 


Grain. 
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Dock and Other Notes—Vessels Passed Port 
Huron—Vessel Charters—Around the 
Lakes—Port List. 
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Lake Freichts. 

There was a greatly-improved demand yester- 
day from shippers of grain for vessel- room. 
especially for Buffalo, and the largest fleet of 
carriers for some time past was obartered. 
Rates, bewever, showed no change, being 24 
cents a bushel on cora and 2% on wheat and 
flaxseed to Buffalo, and 1% cents on corn 
to Sarnia. There was but very little in- 
quiry for carriers to lower Canadian 
ports, the shipments to those places 
seeming to have ocompietely flattened 
out within the past fortnight, owing probably to 
a decline in coal freights from Lake Ontario 
ports. The improved demand from shippers 
for vessels did not seem to encourage owners, 
especially those who own sailing crafts, most of 
whom seemed to think that yesterday's inquiry 
was simply a temporary “spurt’’ on the part of 
those who were compelled to ship grain east- 
ward to cover contracts, and that as soon as 
their wants were supplied that things would 
drop back in the old rut again. Then, again, 
notwithstanding it is said that coal is 
coming forward at Buffalo, it is not believed 
that enough is arriving at that port to make the 
inquiry for carriers at allMargent, the line steam- 
ers being amply able to supply all the tonnage 
needed by shippers, and to whom the prefer- 
ence would be given unless there was a material 
reduction in carrying rates to this port and Mil- 
waukee. There is nothing in up freights to 
tempt vessel-owners to send their vessels to the 
lower lakes, and they are mostly willing to allow 
the steam transportation lines to monopolize the 
business for the balance of the season. The

A QUEER SUICIDE. 

It was rather a queer plan that a sailor named 
George Johnson adopted for ending his earthly 
career.

It is not Known whether be was mar- 
ried or not, where he lived, or why he should 
waut to commit suicide, 

RAILROAD SMOKE, NUISANCE CASES, 

Several smoke-nuisance cases against railroad 
companies were tried before Justice Waliace 
yesterday afternoon. Prof. Paton, for the prose- 
cution, was the only witness to testify ia any 
ofr the cases. In the case of the Wa- 
bash Road, the first on trial, he 
swore that he had seen certain locomotives 
belonging to the company issuing dense volumes 
of smoke inside the city limits. The attorney 
for the Wabash did not try to prove that the 
smoke was not dense, but argued the evidence 
was not strong enough fora conviction unless 
the prosecuuion could epecify as tu the name or 
number of the locomotives in question, and prove 
positively by whom they were owned, They 
court thougbt the name ou the tenders of the 
locomotives indicated the owner, and that it 
was not necessary to state exactly which loco- 
motive or locomotives were throwing Out the 
dense smoke. The Wabash was fined $50. Tue 
Iitinois Central was fined 850 also, the evidence 
and arguments being the same as in the tirst 
cause except that the General Superintendent, 
Mr. E. T. Jeffery, made a long argument against 
the fairness of the ordinance. The Chicago & 
Aiton and the Milwaukee St. Paul Com panies 
were fine $50 each, allowing their cases to go by 
default. The case against ine Michizan Central 
wae diemissed, arrangements baving been made 
by that company to use coke engines in the city. 
The case against the Grand Trunk was dismissed 
because Prof. Paton was not ready to go to 
trial. In the cases where fines were imposed 
appeals will be taken.

UNDSIRABLE TENEMENTS. 

The Tenement House and factory: Inspectors 
last week made twenty-eight special examina- 
tions. They inspected 206 dwellings, containing 
2,119 rooms, oecupied by 2,577 persons. They also 
investigated 78 factories, % stores, and 76 mis- 
Cellaneous places, employing 5,044 persons. They 
served 73 notices and saw that 57 sanitary de- 
fects were remedied. The places found to be 
ns oe! defective were as tollows: 

No. 1815 Buttertieid street, a three-story brick 
of twelve rooms, owned by J. Dunlap, and occu- 
pied by sixteen persons. The plumbing is de- 
fective, the wastepipes being uatrapped. 

No. 696 Noble street, a one-story brick of sev- 
en rooms, owned by John Wituski, occupied 
by sixteen persons. The drainage is bad, the 
sewage being deposited in the front of the lot, 
where it les festering and breeding disease. 

At No. 3 Fox piace the waste-pipes are not 
connected with the sewer, and the filth is de- 
pusited on the ground to rot. 

At 46589 Archer avenue, atwo-story frame, 
owned by G. L. Wilson. There is a saloon on the 
tirst floor. The plumbing and drainage are de- 
fective. There is no connection with the sewer 
in the street, and the waste-pipes empty their 
Uith upon the ground in the basement, creating 
a horrible stench and a great nuisance. The 
water- pipes are leaky, and the entire premises 
are lu a general tumbiedown condition. 

No. II Milton avenue, a two-story and base- 
ment frame, owued by John Muller, occupled by 
Utteen persons. The drainage is defective, and 
the waste-pipes are untrapped. 

No. 51 Milton avenue,a structure similar to 
the above, owned by Jobn Dowdell Defective 
drainage and offensive privy vault. No. 60 Mil- 
ton avenue, like defects. 

No. 53 Milton avenue, a two-story and base- 
ment frame, with a two-story house in rear, 
owned by Charies Jansen. The drainage is de- 
fective. The privies are full and offensive. The 
catch-basins need cleaning, and there is an ac- 
es of filth and garbage under the side- 
walk. 

No. 88 Chicago avenue, a two-story and base- 
ment frame, owned by C. Grogan. Detective 
plumbimg and drainage. 

No. 280 West Washington street, a two-story 
and basement brick of eleven rooms, occupied 
by ten persons, Griffin & Dwight agents. The 
inspector reports that the grainuge is voor, and 
that there is sewage under the house, He had 
served notice on the agents, and Mr. Ciriffin ro- 
marked that be was very desirous of trying issucs 
with the Heaith Department. He says that he 
finds great difficulty in compelling agents to

Home Rule Is Not Far Distant Under a 
Scheme of Federation. 


Mr. A. M. Sullivan, ex-editor of the Dublin 
Nation and ex- member of Parliament for Meath, 
arrived in Chicago last evening at 8 o'clock. A 
committee, consisting of Messrs. Frank Aguew, 
R. J. Prendergast, E. F. Dunne, P. T. McElherne, 
Patrick Meledy, J. J. Fitzgibbon, and Harry 
O’Ruare, met the distinguished gentleman at 
South Chicago. At the Michigan Southern Depot, 
ip this city, Mr. Sullivan, who was accompanied 
by bis wife and daughter, was met by an old 
friend, Mr. T. P. O'Connor, P. W. Dunne, W. J. 

Mr. Murphy, W. J. Engiish, and a few 

were in waiting, and the par- 

ty were driven tothe Paimer House, Where a 
number of friends were waiting to meet the 
distinguisned visitor. Among those who called 
during the evening and chatted witp Mr. Sullt- 
van were M. E. Stone, W. K. Sullivan, M. W. 
an, and Jonn H. Coffey. As soon as Mr. Sul- 
livan could disengage himself a Tui BUNE repre- 
sentative sought an interview, which Mr. Sulli- 
Van readily granted. Asked what was 
bis special purpose in visiting America 
Mr. Sullivan said that he came here for recrea- 
tion and for the benefit of his health. He had 
no intention of lecturing or speaking in public 
when he first determined to visit America. But 
Mr. Parnell, Mr. Davitt, Mr. Dillon, and Mr. 
Egan urged him to speak in half a dozen cities, 
believing that he would be more readily listened 
to by conservative men in America than would 
the more advanced wen of the Irisn party, for, 
though be was not as advanced as Mr. Parnell, 
there wére other members of the Irish party 
More advanced than the leader. Mr. Parnell 
and his colleagues thought it all important to 
reach that couservatwe class already alluded 
deo, and as they believed Mr. Sul tvan could 
reach that ciass he felt it his duty to make the 
experiment. He would try in the various lect- 
ures be would deliver to give the history of the 
present movement in Ireland, to deal with those 
Tases of it which merited as he believed 
most attention, and to state ‘what he 
thought would be the outcome. He had in bis 
Eastern lectures dealt with the general aspect 
of the Irish question. In his future lectures he 
would deai with certain features worthy at- 
tention. He bad not yet determined the sub- 
ject of his Chicago lecture, but he thought that 

@ Would deal with the leaders of both parties 
to the recent suuggle, and with the outcome of 
that struggle. 

Of the en f the recent agitation in Ire- 
land. Mr. Sullix}n suid that no person who had 
mot seen it could appreciate it, It had added 
immensely to the independence br the people; 
bad improved tueir social and material condi- 

ana given them a glimpse of a better state 
otghinus. 

THE FETTERS HAD FALLEN FROM 
the minds and limbs of the people. They had be- 
come self-reliant and seif-asserting. To take the 
material aspect of the case alone The agitation 


~had kept during the last three years $26,000,000 


out oi the pockets of the landlords; tbat 
$25,000,000 had been used to buy ts and 
Shoes’ for thé chiidren of the peasunatry, 
bd been spent for clothing and to add o com- 
forts of their little homes. Landiordism was 
practicaliy dead. A Land act such as no Euro- 
peau lewisinture bad ever passed bad been 
sed to meet the demands of the people, but 
twas passed too late. Teu years ago it would 
have satisfied the people: now it does not. They 
will not be satisfied with disasming and crip- 
ing landlordism. They want to kill it, and 
they will succeed. 

But, continued Mr. Sullivan. all tbis has not 
been accompiisbed without sacrifice. The farm- 
ers of Ireland baye bebaved with a fortitude. ſu a 
spirit of geverosity and liberality tor which few 
ever gave them credit. Mr. Sullivan recounted 
several instances where farmers had let their 
fleeces, which in ogen market would bring thou- 
sands of pounds, go to emergency men foramere 
bagateile in order to vindicate a principle, to 
maintain unity of organization, and to keep the 
ranks opposed to landiordism Unbroken.

THE FOURTH WARD. 


An Anti-Aldrich Ticket Put in Nomin- 
ation by the Club. 

A large and very lively meeting of the Fourth 
Ward Republican Club was held last evening in 
the Armory Hall. 

E. O. Seymour offered a set of resolutions 
looking to the entire elimination of the primary 
and nominating convention systems and the 
substitution therefor of what he called a “ nom- 
inating election,” tobe held in the same manner 
as a regular election. Under this system 
the candidate of each party receiving 
the highest vote would be the man to vote for at 
the election, or would stand in the light of the 
reguiar party nominee. It was provided that 
judicial officers must receive a majority of ali 
the yotes cast, and that the people should bear 
ull expenses of this nominating election and the 
printing of the tickets. The plan was referred 
to the Special Committee on Primaries. 

Mr.W. D. Bishop moved that the Chair appoint 
a committee, consisting of one delegate from 
each precinct and one at large, to prepare a 
delegate ticket to be voted on at the Congres- 
sional primaries Tuesday next. 

Mr. G. B. Jones moved as a substitute to refer 
the whole matter to the primaries. In the dis- 
cussion which followed it was charged that the 
movement for the choice of a delegate ticket was 
engineered by the opponents of Aldrich, and 
that it was sougut to name a delegation in- 
structed against him. 

Mr. J. L. Allen moved to lay the substitute on 
the table. On thisacall of the roli was de- 
manded, but it seemed this would require the 
calling of 700 names, and Mr. Alien moved that 
the vote be taken by rising, and that the ruie 
be suspended for this occasion. The Chairman 
pointed out that this coula not be done under 
the constitution. Mr. Bishop sugwested that the 
club had no roll of membership anyhow. 

The Aldrich men moved to adjourn amidst a 
scene of the liveliest confusion, a dozen speak- 
ers claiming the tloor at once. The motion to 
adjourn was put at last, and although the vote 
was very close the chair decided that the noes” 
bad it. His decision Was greeted with a storm 
of nisses and with uproar.ous cheering. Again 
the roll-call was demauded by a dozen members 
of the club. Ex-Aid. Clark again moved to 
adjourn but the Chair declined to put the mo- 
tion. Messrs. Suli:ivan and Allen renewed the 
motion ou tye ground that a few men had come 
there determined to obstruct business, and the 
motion went through with a yell. 

The gathering immediately resoived itself 
into a muss- meeting for the purpose of listen- 
ing to the candidates present. and Coruner Mat- 
son and Simeon W. King spoke. 

Mr. Bishop renewed his motion made before 
the club for the appointment of a committee to 
select a delegate ticket to be voted on at the 
primaries. 

Mr. Arthur B. Farwell opposed the motion, 
believing that the tickets bad nlready been pro- 
pared. and that it would be useless to name a 
new crowd. Nobody would be bound to vote fur 

‘a ticket thus selected. 

Leander Stone said that a number of members 
of the club had lett the hall, and a ticket pre- 
pared in the mauner suggested would not do 
any good. 

Mr. R. M. Johnson said the meeting could pre- 
pare a ticket if they chose, and it would not be 
forced upon any one.

CRIMINAL COURT. 


Report of the September Grand Jury— 
Sentence- Day. 

The September grand jury having completed 
their labors filed intocourt yesterday afternoon 
at3 o'clock and presented to Judge Moran ar 
additional batch of niuety-six indictments to- 
gether with 168 no bills.“ The court compli- 
mented them for their industry and their strict 
attention to business, stating at the same time 
that he had been informed by the Clerk that 
they had done more wurk than any grand jury 
Cook County bad ever before had. 

The grand jury reported that they had visited 
the Poor- House.

Fifteen of the prisoners are Under in- 
dictment for murder or accessories thereto iu 
some sort or Other, and 229 for larceny, burgiary, 
and similar crimes. The number sentenced to 
the penitentiary during the present term was

Thursday or Friday, and Mof the number were 
sentenced to imprisonment in the jail.

The A.D. Tr. Messengers Raise a Bow 
About Their New Superintendent and 
Lose Their Places. 

Yesterday morning it was learned that the A. 
D. T. messenger boys had imitated the North 
Side canductors and struck on account of a new 
Superintendent and some sensible regulations 
introduced by bim. 

MR. L. B. FIRMAN, 

manger of the A. D. T. service, was asked by 

a TRIBUNE reporter for a statement of the facts 

in connection with the boys’ strike. He said 

that the boys received $19 per month and were 
required to work from 8a. m.to6 p.m. They 
were also called upon every third Sunday, 
and ocvasionally on week-nights, when 
there was 1 pressure of business, 
they bad to takes turns in working 
until9 p. m. But in such cases they do not have 
to get down as early as usual next morning, and 
they were always notified in advance so that 
their parents might know, About ten days ago 
the company transferred Mr. F. M. Huck from 

Station No. 17, at Harmon court, to the\Central 

Office. The position given him was pravtically 

a new one, the gentieman who filled it before 

having done so in connection with other duties. 

There bad been some complaints by patrons, 

and the company desired to increase the ef- 

ficiency of the service. Mr. Buck visited the 
otfices of a number of down-town patrons and 
learned the faults complained of, and the 
improvements desired. By sending in messages 
froma number of points and timing the re- 
sponses he became satisiied that there were 
deiars of which customers were justitied in 
complaining. He therefore issued an order to 
the messeagers that they must keep up to the 
tariff or time- table in respouding to calls, and 
tor breaches of this ruie the boys were fined. 

On this they made a violent kick.“ Some quit 

and some were discharged. Mr. Buck insisted 

that the boys should gu on a run in respouse to 
messages, and they were fued if they violated 
this rule. 

Mr. Firman said further that the boys got 
much higher wages than were paid to cashboys 
in stores. The trouble, as he understood it at 
that time (the interview was had early in the 
day), Was with the day-service boys, and those 
that worked at night came under entirely dif- 
ferent rules. He understood that the Western 
Union boys received from $22 to #5 per month, 
but they were as a class older than his boys, and 
he thought the wages paid were sufficient. Each 
boy bad to bave a uniform, consisting of a good 
suit of clothes, a rubber coat and leggings, cap 
and cape, which was supplied for $15.25. The 
clothing if obtained in any store would 
cost $25. For this the company became 
responsibie and deducted the amount in 
monthly installments from the boys’ pay. 
The boys had made no demand on nim or any of 
the officers of the company. so far as he knew, 
for an increase of wages, nor bad they stated 
any grievauces under which they supposed 
themselves to be euffering. As he was informed, 
they came to the La Salle street office at 8 a. m. 
and then struck. From there they went to the 
different offices to get the other boys to join 
them. At noon a committee of the boys waited 
upou him with a demand to be relieved entirely 
of Sunday work aud for an _ increase 
of pay to $20 or S21 per mouth, he did 
not remember which. He referred them to 
Mr. Sunn, and they went off. That was all he 
knew at that time of the afair, but be expressed 
the opinion that the whole business bad been 
engineered by some of the older lads who had 
been a littie too long in the service, and whom 
it would be advantageous to get rid of. 


THE BOYS TELL THEIR WOKS, 


During the afternoon a reporter dropped into 
the alley opposit the Chamber of Commerce, 
where the main office is situated, and there 
found a group of the smali-sized strikers talk- 
ing over the situation. 

“Ona strike?’ asked the reporter of a good- 
looking youngster wbo stood apart from the 
Others. 

* Wha’ d’ye want to know fur?” he ques 
tioned, suspiciously. 

I'ma reporter of Tae Turner. and I want 
to get the bovs story about the strike.” 

“IT dunno much about it, but Il get one of 
the big kids to tell you.“ and he started over to 
the group of boys. and said: “Say, fellers, 
there sa porter of Tuük TRIBUNE, and he wants 
us to tell im about the row. Upon this the 
whole crowd started for the reporter, and com- 
pletely surrounded him. A small, pocket-edi- 
on youngster acted as spokesman, and said: 

»In tell ye how it wuz. Wese kids is gittin’ 

$19 a month and we wants $21. Idat's why we 
struck. Then the new manager is no good. If 
wese loses a car-ticket he docks us 10 cents, or 
if wese short he docks us the same for every 
wun. 
“Yes,” chipped in another, “ an’ he fines us if 
we talk in the room. He's no good,“ and this 
verdict appeared to meet with unanimous ap- 
proval on ali sides. 

“When did you start your strike,“ asked the 
reporter. 

“Dis mornin’ at 7 o'clock,” said the spokes- 
man. “De kids met at de tunnel, on Franklin 
street, an’ den marched to otlice 14, on Halsted. 
Wese got de kids out o dere, and den started 
aroun to deudder offices an’ got de res’ o' de 
gang. At wun place wua o de kids struck de 
manager wid bis diuner.”’ 

“ Did what?’ 

“Smashed him wid his grub. Had it dun up in 
& paper an’ giv’ it to im ia de snoot,”’ and at the 
recoliecaon of this episode the crowd laughed 
heartily. **We caught wan kid on the car and 
trun him off and made tim go wid us. Den de 
gang got big un' dey called de parole waggin an’ 
we skipped, an’ dat’s all.“ 

“Where did the strike originate?” inquired 
the reporter. 

No, it waz on Wes’ Madisun street.” 

*T mean where did it start?“ 

“In dis office,” said he, jerking his thumb 
toward the window. “We bin fixen’ it for two 
days.“ 

** What boy started it?“ 

“Ye'll never fin’ out. We don't giv jthat 
away.” 

Are the Western Union boys going to 
strike?” 

** Naw.” be said, contemptuously, “dose kids 
is afraid.” 

A Board of Trade man came along at this 
point and asked the reporter what the row was. 

„Strike, said the reporter. 
be asked, and the boys 
came near mobbing bim. A policeman came 
aiong, however, and dispersed the youthful 
strikers witb his locust. As the reporter moved 
olf the spokesman yellvd: 

„ Will de Tun be full inde mornin'?“ and the 
newspaper man assured bim that it would be 
unless the printers were. 

All was quiet and deserted inside the main 
office, and new boys appeared afraid to apply 
®for the vacant places tor fear that the banditti 
in the alley would treat them harshiy. The 
company advertised today for new hands, and 
will be all rent by tomorrow. As for the 
strikera, they were probably spanked by their 
parents last night when it was found out that 
they were out of a job.

THE DUMMY RO Ad. 


An Adverse Opinion by the Supreme 
Court on the Power of the North Side 
Company to Use Steam. 

A copy Of, the opinion of the Supreme Court 
in the case of the Town of Lake View against 
the North Chicago City Railway Company has 
just been received by Mr. W. C. Goudy, to whom 
THe TRIDUNE ts indebted for the loan of it. The 
opinion was delivered by Justice Muikey, who, 
after stating the object of the suit—to enjoin 
the company from runntusg dummy cars oper- 
ated by steam in the Town ot Lake View—and 
after quoting provisions of the law of 1865 in- 
corporating the Board of Trustees of the Town 
of Lake View, says: 

These provisions, in the absence of any legis- 
lative grant authorizing the use of steam as a 
motive power for the purpose of propelling 
street-cars, we are of opinion, warranted the 
town in passing the ordinance in question. We 
do not at ali question the proposition vue bas 
been argued with so much elaboration by ap- 
peliants counsel, that under a general grant of 
power over nuisances like the ove in quesnon, 
town authorities bave no power to pass an ordi- 
nance deciaring a thing a nuisance which in fact 
is clearly not ove. Tne adoption of such an 
ordinance would not be a legitimate exercise of 
the power granted, but on the contrary would 
be an abuse of it. But in doubttul cuses, 
where a thing may or may not be a nuisance, 
depending upon a variety of circumstances ree 
quiring judgment and discretion on the part of 
the town authorities in exercising their legis- 
lative functions under a general delegution of 
power like the one we are considering. their ac- 
uon under such circumsiances would be cone 
clusive of the question. Au ordinance 
passed by atownor city having, as in the pres- 
ent case, a general power over the subject. de- 
claring such obstructions nuisances, would be 
Valid on its face, and à conviction might prop- 
erly be bad under it without any extrinsic proof 
to SROW the act Compluined of was in fact a nuie 
sauce. In all such cases it is sulficient io show 
the existence of the fact constituting the nui- 
sance, and so we regard the use uf steam in the 
manner specified in tbe ordinance for the pur- 


pose of propelling direet-cars aloug a public 
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street in a thickly-populated town in the ab- 
sence of any legislative grant authorizing t to do 
dove. Such a use of oom In circum. 
neces stated is per se a nuisance. 
ow ith respect to the remainip question, that 
the act compiained of is authorized by the come 
pany’s charter, little need be said. It is con- 
ceded the company’s charter authorized it to 
maintain and operate a street railway along an 
over the street in question, and it is contende 
that inasmucp as the charter is silent as to the 


character of the power to be used in propelling .

having occasion to use the street as a common 
highway, and which was then in ordinary use in 
this State. Giving the charter this construccion,

But outside of this consideration we think it 
sutliciently appears upon the face of the act 
itself that horse and not steam power was in- 
tended by the Legislature. The title of the 
company’s charter is in these words: An act 
to promote the construction of horse railways 
in the City of Chicago.” The Constitution then 
in force contained this provision: No private 
or local law which may be passed by the General 
Assembly shall embrace more than one sub- 
ject, and that shall be expressed in the title. 
In conformity with this constitutional pro- 
vision, the company’s charter contained but on@ 
subject, namely Borse railways,” and that was 
ex pressed iu the title. No allusion either in the 
title or body of the act is made to steam rail. 
ways, and to hold the Legisiature intended 
to include the latter. as well as the 
former kind of railways would de in effect 
to hold that that body intended to violate the 
coustitutional provision just cited, and this we 
are not at liberty todo. We thing it clear, both 
from the title and body of the act, Ghat its pro: 
visions relate only to horse railways, and hence 
the use of steam as a propelling power could not 
have been intended by the Legisla ture 
The judgment of the Appellate Court will be 
allirmed,”’ | 

THE CABLE-CAR CASE COMES UP AGAIN, 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
North Side Railway Company, holding that the 
use of steam power in running cars in Lake 
View is unlawful, has aroused Mr. Ballou to 
make anotber effort in his case to probibit the 
ruuning of cable-cars in the South Division of 
the city. Judge Gardner some time 
avo dismissed his bill on the ground 
chat the act of the Legislature giving 
the charter was in effect broad enougti 
cover street-railways operated in pore by steam, 
and hot simply horse-railways, but Saturday 
Ballou made an application to have a rehearing, 
in imitation of the practice of the Supreme 
Court. Judge Gardner, however, goes to the 
Criminal Court tomorrow, and could not hear 
the case, and it was accordingly ¢ontinued to 
some future time to be fixed. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called last evening uvon 
Mr. C. A. Dupee, of the law firm of Dupee & 
Judah, counsel for the cable road, and showing 
to Mr. Dupee a copy of the Supreme 
Court's opinion in the North Side dummy 
case, asked bim what bearing be thought it 
would have, if any, upon tne cable road. Mr, 
Dupee stated that be bad previously seen and 
carefully read the opinion, and had conversed 
with Mr. Goudy, the attorney for the North 
side Company, and that while the language of 
the opinion was undoubtedly broad enough to 
apply to the cable roud, he had no reason to aun: 
ticipate that the decision ever would or could 
be applied to that road. He held that there 
were railroads, and street railroads, two specific 
classes only, and ne saw no reason tor likening 
the cable road, run as it was with stationery 
engines and an underground cable. both entire- 
ly out of the way of travel in the thoroughtares, 
toa steam engine or dummy road. ‘The lan- 
guage in places of the decision he thought a 
little inconsiderate, but be bad no anticipations 
that the decision as such would be construed as 
ugainst the cable road. 

in answer ta a question as to what he intend- 
ed to do about tbe matter, Mr. Dupee stated 
that Mr. Goudy would undoubtediy apply tora 
rehearing of the case before the Supreme Court 
and there were 80 many new phases of the case 
to be urwed against such a decision, that be had 
no doubt a rehearing would be granted. Then, 
as attorney for the cuble road, be intended to 
apply for leave to file astatemenot as regards 
the cable road, and this be felt sure would bring 
about a modification of the lahguage in the de- 
cision. Appilieation for a rebearing must de 
ade within ten days and arguments must be 
submitted within the thirty succeeding days 
The case would therefore speedily come before 
the court in ils new sbape, and a Una decisioa 
might be expected withio sixty or ninety days 
at the earliest.

JOHN F. BURRILL. 


Return to Springfield, III., Under Are 
rest, of the Grand Secretary of the Ma- 
‘sons of This State—His Disgrace. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 30.—Jobn F. Burrill, 
late Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge A. F. 
and A. M. of Illinois, arrived in the city this 
afternoon under arrest for the embezziement 
of about $7,000 of the Grand Lodge funds during 
1879 and 1880. Ine stealings began in 1878, but 
the larger portion of the “crooked work” was 
done during the two following years. By some 
sxiliful manipulation of his accounts he suc- 
ceeded in causing them to stand tbe test of offi- 
cial examination, and bis books today stand ap- 
proved by the Grand Lodge. The “crooked work 
was only discovered by the present Grand Sec- 
retary about tbree months ago. The fact was 
reported to the Grand Master, who ordered an 
investigation, This work was ou performed. 
and the discovery was made that Burrill is more 
A prosecution 
was ordered, and steps were takep to arrest the 
culprit, who bad been traced to Minneapolis, 
Mion. The requisition papers were issued last 
Wednesday, and this aftermoon the olficers ar- 
rived with Burrill in charge. He was 
taken before ‘Squire Kane, where he 
waived examinauon aud was sent to jail in 
defauitof $10,000 bail. The arrest of Burrill 
causes a good deal of excitement but not much 
surprise among the Masonic fraternity of the 
city. His record of late years has not been very 
high, and since bis marriage with Mrs. Cum- 
mings, who was formerly a bousekeeper at bis 
house, he has not been beid ju high esteem. 
In the fall of 1880 Burrili’s divorced wife created 
a sensation by stating, in a newspaper interview, 
that Burrili had obtained a fraudulent 
divorce from her without ber knowledge. 
This sensation was immediately followed 
by > an application for a divorce 
of Burrill from hia wife. The bill was filed in 
the Vircuit Court of this county, and it charged 
Mrs. Burrill with committing adultery with Dr. 
J. Norman Dixon, of this city, Surgeon-General 
of the Lilinois National Guard. Mrs. Burrill left 
the city, and did not make a defense to the 
divorce proceedings, but Dr. Dixon applied to 
the court for an order allowing him to make a 
defense and prove the charges of adultery with 
him to be untrue. Ino his petition Dr. Dixon 
presented a copy of the bill and 
decree of divorce obtained by Burrill in 
Kansas. The bill was sworn to by Burrill, and 
contained the allegation that be was a citizen of 
Kansas and bad been for a year past. At the 
time be was acting as Grand Secretary of the 
Lilinote Masonic Grand Lodge. The charges 
against Dixon were thereupon withdrawn, and a 
diworce by default was taken. Burrill soon 
afterwards married Mrs. Cummings, bis house- 
keeper. About the time of bis marriage Bur- 
rill resigned his position as Grand Secretary, 
just one month before the expiration of bis 
term of office. That act created some surprise 
at the time, but, in the light of present develop- 
ments, the cause is easily ascertained. Burrill 
will be prosecuted for embezzlement, and an ef- 
fort will be made to collet the stolen funds from 
his bondsmeon.

Sr. Paul., Minon., Sept. 3.—Something of a 
sensawon was created in Minneapolis this even- 
ing by the ground facts of what was at first 
hinted to be a case of mysterious disappearance. 
John F. Burrill, of Springteld, III., bad not been 
seen at his desk in the Minneapolis & St. Louis 
Railway office since last week Friday, nor could 
his wife or family give any account of 
him. it now transpires that he was ar- 
resied by a ntleman named Smith and 
a detective on Friday, and taken baek to Spring- 
field on a charge of having embezzied 88.000 
while acting as Treasurer of the Masonic Grand 
Lodge of lilinois. He came to Minneapolis a 
year ago with bis wife and four sous, and secured 
employmeut in the Minneapolis & St. Louis 
oflice; while his wife started a boarding- house. 
They prospered in a worldly way, and worked 
themselves ſuto the food graces of people ina 
social way.

BASE-BALI. 


Brilliant Close of the League 
Championship Season 
in Chicago. 


The White Stocking Team 
Champions for the Third 
Consecutive Year. 


Providence, However, Insists on 
the Pound of Flesh, and 
Gets It. 


Four of the Nine Games Will Be Played 
in Providence, and Four in 
Chicago. 


Re-engagement by Chicago of the Entire 
Champion Team of the Past 
Three Years, 


The League Championship. 

In the subjoined table is given the positions 
occupied by the different clubs in the league 
championship race at the close of yesterday's 
play and the positions they wif most likely oc- 
cupy after the schedules @re finished. Provi- 
dence has one game to play with Boston, and 
Cleveland one each with Detroit and Troy, there 
being two games between Cleveland and those 
two clubs. The Troy tie will probably not be 
played off, but the Providenee- Boston and 
Cieveland- Detroit games will be played tomor- 
row. Chicago has won the championship 
by at least a majority of.two games, as Provi- 
dence Cannot now reach a total of over fifty- 
three games won. By a series of the most bril- 
lant victories ever scored by any league 
club Chicago has steadily advanced from 
fifth place, which it oveupied about the middie 
of June, to first place, while Providence, which 
at one time heid a lead of six games over Chica- 
go, Onishes the season two and it may be three 
games behind. Thisis a remarkable termina- 
tion of a remarkable contest. Handicapped at 
the outset by insufficient practice during April, 
Chicago began the season in bad shape, and 
what with adverse luck and streaks of poor 
fielding play the team fell toward the rear. It 
was not until after the middie of June that the 
upturn began, and the naturai and legitimate 
superiority of the Chicagd team do- 
gan to show itself. The march up the 


bill was a brilliant one, and barring 
an occasional! set-back the progress was steady 
and full of pluck. The most critical period was 
the 12th, 13th, and 4th of September, when 
Chicago won three straight games trom Provi- 
dence and reduced that club's ledd to one game. 
This wus what broke the heart of Providence 
and gave the championsbip. Had Providence 
won one game out ofthe three it would dave 
quit Chicago with a lead of two games, and 
would probably bave won the championsbip. 
For Chicago to have won the emblem of 
supremacy under such conditions is by ail odds 
the most creditable achievement in the annals 
of ball- playing. The clubs now stand as follows: 
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Chicago 6, Buffalo 5. 

The championship season of 1883 closed in 
Chicago with one of the most remarkable and 
interesting games played here this year. It was 
the twelfth meeting between Buffalo ana Chi- 
cago, and both teams were desperately bent on 
winutug—Bufalo in order to improve its stand- 
ing and make sure of third place and also to 
have it to boast chat it had beaten the cham- 
pions seven out of twelve games; Chicago be- 
cause of a desire to leave no possible room for 
guibbling over the championship result, and 
to avoid losing a single series to any club. 
About 4,000 people witnessed the game and eu- 
joyed its exciting phases immensely. Chicago 
came on the field witb a new player in Scott, late 
the first-baseman of the Spalding Amateurs and 
later of the Fort Wayne Club. who was played 
in place of Anson, the latter being somewhat 
lame as the result of a cold. Anson, however, 
sat in the grand-stand and saw his boys pull out 
of a desperately hard hole. Scott played a 
beautiful game at the base, and showed up 
strong and sure at the bat. The game was an 
extraordinary one in many respects. Up to the 
end of the first balf of the seventh inning 
it seemed as though Chieago was destined to 
lose by the toughest kindof luck. The home 
team were doing by far the best batting, but so 
perfect wa@Buffalo’s field work that ten clean 
hits by Chicago bad produced but two runs, two 
men being cut off at the plate by Purcell’s fine 
throwing fr left feld. On the contrary Buf- 
falo bad protited by two errors to make five un- 
earned runs—tbree in the fourth off two singles, 
a base on balls, a wild pitch, and a fumble by 
Burns, and two in the seventh as the result of a 
single, a double, and Burns’ wild throw. But 
after a time luck changed, and tbree 

by Buffalo gave three unearned 

and with good  ~batting Chicago 
grabbed the game. Run-gettin began 
in the second inning, when, after Burns bad 
gone out, Corcoran hit for a base, stole second, 
and scored on Flint's single. In the third Will- 
jamson got bis base on a bit, stole second, made 
third oo Scott's out, and tallied on Kelly’ssingie. 
Buffalo took the lead in the fourth and inereased 
it in the seventh in the manner above described, 
but in the last balf of the seventh Chicago made 
two unearned runs, the result of a dase on balls, 
a single by Williamson, and a fumbie by Foley. 
The score was tied in the eighth. when Corcoran 
made first on White's fumbie, and stole second, 
but was thrown out at the plate in trying to 
get home on Flint's single. Flint stole second, 
and was batted home by Dalrympie's single. 
Matters looked squaily for Chicago in the ninth, 
when White hit for two bases as a starter. 
Force flew out to Corcoran, and Gaivin was 

ven his base on balls. Purcell then sent up a 

igh tly which Quest dropped in the cleverest 
manner possible, and then passed the ball to 
Burns, who first touched White on second, and 
then touched the bag and put out Galvin on the 
force. It was the cleanesc double play of the 
kind ever seen bere, and tbe big crowd cheered 
heartily. Williamson, who for his four times at 
bat already bad three singies and a double, now 
came up for the fifth time, and drove the bail 
over rigbt-field fence for two bases. Scott gave 
Richardson a very puzzling ny which was 
muffed, Williamson going to third, and Scott to 
second. Kelly sent a furious high-liner to 
left. which Purcell got under but could 
not bold, and Williamson came ja with the win- 
ning run, amid prolonged cheering. Purcell's 
muff made no difference with the result, as 
Williamson could easiiy bave scored if the fly 
had been caught. In every essential particular 
Williamson’s play was extraordinary. Aside 
from his great record of three singics and two 
doubies for five times at bat, be played his base 
in marvelous fashion, once grabbing with one 
hand a foul bound on a keen run, again buriing 
himeeif bodily against the wire fence in bis 
effort to secure a foul play, and a third time 
runving up the seats in left field to secure a 
foul. The crowd was very enthusiastic as it was, 
but would have been much more so could it 
bave known that this matchless ball-piayer had 
just signed a contract to play next year with the 
Chicago team. Excepting for the errors noted 
Buffalo played a very strong game, but was out- 
batted aad outtielded, and lost fairly.

ALLEGED DEFALCATION. 


The Confidential Clerk of an Insurance 
Agent Turns Up Missing. 

Another name has been added to the list of 
defaulting employés, Joe W. Carter, the confi- 
dential clerk of F. Van Voorhis, General Agent 
of the British-Americun Assurance Company, 
in the National Life Building, having been miss- 
ing for over a week, while his accounts as far as 
they have been looked into show a discrepancy 
of something like $2,000. Last week Mr. Van 
Voorhis was out of the city on business, and 
during bis absence Carter, who was left in 
charge, had things all hisown way. Mr. Van 
Voorhis, who was yesterday seen by a TRIBUNE 
reporter, stated that Carter had appropriated 
ash remittances from the country, and had * — 
cured $1,000 from the bank during his absence, 
sigoed checks in blank hav been left by him 
to be used in case o an emergency 
while be was gone. A part of this $1,600 Mr. 
Van Voorhis said had been used to meet current 
expenses, but toe major portion had been appro- 
priated by Carter. He could not tell just bow 
much Carter bad taken until be could bear from 
all of hie country ageats, which would be in jess 
than a week. He employed Carter, he said, upon 
the recommendation, of Mr. H. H. Browne, an 
insurance ent having an office in the same 
building, and it appeared that Carter bad acted 
the game with Mr. Browne nearly two years ago. 

The reporter then called apes Mr. Browne, 
who stated that Carter was in his employ for 
eigut years previous to January, 1881. when he 
collected $1,600 on the street, ia premiums, and 
left. The matter had never been settled. He 
always regarded Carter as one of the best 
of men at his branch of the business, 
an when he recommended him to 
Mr. Van Voorhis, who, he said, had 
employed Carter before he saw him, be told that 
gentieman all of the circumstances surrounding 
the $1,600 defulcatioa, and added that, while he 
coosidered that Carter was a peer mano in the 
business, he wouldn't put him where de could 
have the handling of money. He didn't believe 
when Carter went to work for Mr. Van Voorhis 
that he would ever do anything “crooked” 
again, but he did not believe that he would be 
put where be could have an opportunity to get 
away with any more. Carter is about years 
of age, and outside of these cases bears a first- 
class reputation. He always seemed a steady 
man, and no one could be found who would be- 
lieve that he speculated at all. His whereabouts 
are at present unkuowa, and his family have 
broken up housekeeping and gone to live with 
Mrs, Carters father.

Mach 
sickness has been caused from drinking 
from the newer and harsher waters, Hathorn 
especially. Mrs. Judge Andrews, wife of 
Judge Andrews, of the New York Court of 
Appeals, has been very sick this season, suf- 
fering, as she and her friends say, from 
functional disorders caused by the Hathorn 
Springs waters. Others have been similarly 
affected. This spring is one of the new ones, 
and the water is composed largely of carbon- 
ized irun and lime saline. As iron excites 
the system, so does lime produce the slack- 
ing eilfect upon it as seen in a bed of fresh 
mortar, which smokes in the pain of its igni- 
tion. It is merely possible that these new, 
harsh waters, both domestic and foreign, 
may prove a passing fancy. But time is al- 
ready showing their bad effects, and the peo- 
ple are going back to the less drastic and, in 
many respects, most perfect water which 
bubbles from Old Congress Spring.

Next comes the IIII- 
nois Stake for 3-year-olds, same conditions 
as the Prairie Stake, and the seventeen en- 
tries include Sunday, Ruth, Harry Doswell, 
Rufus L., Effie H., Derby Day, Gleaner, 
Viron, John Sullivan, Botherem, Mon- 
arch, Ranger, Berni Sullivan, Silvie, 
Carlton, and a chestnut filly by Buckden, out 
of Oceana.

Mayor Harrison Peremptorily Declines 
the Nomination of the Democratic 
Irrecularse—It Would Not Be tor the 
Good of the Party—Domestic Reasons.

sional District to wait upou Mayor Harrison and 

find out whether he would be their candidate 
dropped into bis office about 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning. 

Mr. Muir, the Chairman, told about the as- 
sembling of the convention and the belief of 
the delegates that they had a right to vali upon 
any member of the party to make the race that 
they saw fit. They unanimously passed a reso- 
lution requesting Mr. Harrison to accept the 
nomination, and the committee had called to get 
his answer. 

Tom Courtney saié it was not only the unani- 
mous wish of the Democrats, “ but a large and 
respectabie element of the opposition party in 
the district had personaily requested that his 
Honor accept. 

“ Of course,” said the Mayor, “I thank you 
forthe compiiment that you pay me. I have 
given out again and again, to individuals and 
through the press, whenever I bave had the op- 
portunity, the fact that I could not under any 
circumstances become a candidate for Congress. 
There ure private, domestic reasons which it is 
neither necessary nor proper to explain here 
that make it exceedingly objectionable to me 
to break up my bousehold and take my family 
to Washington for a Congressional term.

Kirk Eastman moved that the country pri- 
maries be held Saturday, Oct. 14, those in the 
city on the 16th, and the convention on the I7th. 
The motion prevailed, and it was decided that 
the convention meet at ll a. m. 

It was moved thatthe primaries both in the 
city and the country be beld between 4 and 7 


p. m. 

George R. Bliss said that unless the precinct 
system should be adopted the hours named 
would pot be long enough.

Two Impertaat Foreign Pictures, 

There has been on exhibitiog for a short time 
at O'Brien's Art Gallery a painting which . has 
attracted not a little attention from the public 
in general, who see at a gladce the strength, 
power, and naturalness of a picture wonderful 
in technique and true to life, telling its own 
story so simply that no title is needed to explain 
it. There is not in the large ¢olleciion of the 
Exposition a single painting, if we except the 
delightfully realistic donkeys of De Pratere, so

**Matrimonial Difficulties,” by A. Giisenti. It is 
the story of the first quarrel between a couple 
of young Swiss peasants woose condition in life is 
shown at once by their surroundings.

received.

AND QUINCY. 
Hartford VUourant, sept. 27. 

The council called to meetin New Haven 
forthe examination and installation of the 

Fer. Newman Smyth, D. D., over the First 
Congregational church in that city, and the 
council called to meet in Quincy, III., for the 
examination and ordination of the Rev. Mr. 
Thayer as pastor there, have been autici- 
pated with eager interest and no little anx- 
jety by many people, both ministers and lay- 
men. It was felt that, as the questions 
which were to come before these councils 
were of vital interest in the theological dis- 
eussions of our time, so their deliberations 
and decisions wouid be of the utmost im- 
portance as defining or indicating the 
limitations of freedom for variations of 
belief among Congregational clergymen 
in’ good and regular standing in 
their denomination. As regards the 
New Haven council, little doubt was en- 
tertained of its conclusions by those who re- 
membered how victoriously the long struggle 
between Dr. Bushnell and his opponents ter-

mlnated on the side of freedom, and what 


numerous precedents for a broad construc— 
tion of doctrinal standards are to be found in 
‘the history of Connecticut Congregational- 
isu.

The church in Quincy is less widely known g 


than that in New Haven, and the Rev. Mr. 
Thayer has not made such a name or at- 
tracted such attention as Dr. Smyth. He is 
youched for asa gentleman of good ability 
and character, who has enjoyed the good 
training of a journalist for some years. 

The council that was first summoned to 
examine him eame to an even division. New- 
man Smyth's voice saved him from a nega- 
tive vote. In such a state of suspension the 
church wisely determined to call another 
and much larger council in which no mem- 
ber of the previous council should 
participate. Obviously enough, there 
would be much deep feeling here and 
there. Many felt that this man must not 
be approved. The trouble with him was, as 
with Dr. Smyth and others—on the questions 
of probation chiefly. The second council 
was in session two days. On the second day, 
and while the session was in progress, the 
telegraph brought news of Dr. Smyth’s ap- 
proval at New Haven. It may be surmised

The Quiney Whig gives a full report of the

Upon the issue of the atonement there was a 
Prolonged investigation. Mr. Tuaver held sub- 
Sturmfially chat the coming of Christ, His life and 
suffering, and His crucitixion, were the carrying 
out and the consummation of a purpose in be- 
balf of bumanity; that the death ot Jesus was 
not demanged by God as punishment for the 
sins of the world, but that Christ made the sac- 
rifice of lite, suffering, and death in bebaif of 
sinners. The’'atonemeot would not have been 
complete without the death and resurrection. 
Mr. Thayer, however, would not set up any 
dogma us to Consequences had not this purpose 
of the life and character of Curist been carried 
to its fruition. 


_Touching the time of probation and the pos- 
sibility of repentance after death, Mr. Thayer 
expressed himself unequivocally that ail per- 
sons are given a fair opportunity of repent- 
ance “either here or hereafter,” and “that 
all mankind will, at some time, be given full 
opportunity for salvation.” 

Being asked if he had modified his views 
since the meeting of the previous council, 
the candidate answered distinctly, In no 
respect!” 

Of what transpired in the secret session of 
the council nothing is positively known out- 
side its membership, except that there was a 
“ prolonged and animated discussion.” But 
the result was not again even division, but 
substantial agreement. it was a decision on 
two points: First, on the point of approving 
or disapproving Mr. Thayer as a candidate 
for ordination to the winistry of a Congréga- 
tional church; and, second, on the point of 
“the question of liberty within Congrega- 
tional! lines.“ 

The decision and deliverance of the council 
on the first and chief point reads as follows: 

iesolved, That this council, having examined 
the Rev. Frederick A. Thayer in bis Christian 
character and theological opinions, approve him 
as a brother of undoubted Christian character, 
of sincerity in the Gospel ministry: and judging 
by his written statement and its subsequent ex- 
planauon as bolding theviogical views in sub- 
stautial harmony with the faith of the Congre- 
ga tional churcbes. And, whiie not accepting all 
bis speculations, we unanimously recommend 
bis installation over this church. 


This resolution, in such a case, of sucha 
council, can scareely be overestimated as to 
its importance. Here, again, comments are 
uncalled for. He who runs may read and 
understand. He who tarries and looks a 
little closely may read a whole history, and 
considerable prophecy, too, between the lines. 

Having made this deliverenge on the per- 
sonal question, there was little need of any 
further deliverence on the abstract question 
of “Liberty within Congregational lines.“ 
‘The whole is greater than any part, But it 
may have been felt to be a necessity to touch 
that question in such a way as to comfort the 
souls of some brethren who had come into 
the previous agreement as by a violent 
wrench. And so, on the second point, it 
was resolved: 

That the letrer missive calling this council 
having raised the qnestion of liberty within 
Congregational lines, we hereby deciare our 
conviction that the area of suen liberty is 
bounded by the supreme authority of the Holy 
Scripture. We wouid turtner express our con- 
vicaon that the Scriptures do not teach the 
doctrine of a future or second probation. 

Resolved, That we do not understand the Rev. 
F. A. Thayer to teach the doctrine thus disap- 
proved. 


And Mr. Thayer, who had “tn no re- 
spect” changed his views since hats the 
members of a large council, including such 
men as Drs. Goodell and Goodwin, bad voted 
him inadmissibly heretical, was approved 
and iustalled by a much larger council 
“holding theological views in substantial 
harmony with the faith of the Congregation- 
al churches,” and it was declared by the 
same council that the “area of liberty with- 
in such [Congregational] lines is bounded 
by the supreme authority of the Holy Script- 
Ures.“ 

We leave comment and criticism to the re- 
ligious newspapers, conftenting ourselves 
with putting before our readers such a state- 
ment of these cases, in their true relations, 
as will enable them to judge of their full 
importance and true bearing. That the 
“area of liberty within Congregational 
lines“ has received considerable enlarge- 
ment, few will doubt.

A NEW THEORY OF HELL. 


ONLY THOSE DAMNED WHO DAMN THEM- 
SELVES. 

The New York Independent (an orthodox 
Congregational organ) submits to its readers 
a few of Prof. Franz Delitsch's positions: 

The spirit of mau cannot possibly die in the 
game sense as the body. Such a deat is incon- 
sistent with its nature and its origin. It cannot 
be dissolved into its primitive elements, for it is 
not composed of elements. Norcan it be an- 
nibilated, for it is of direct Divine source. It is 
conceivabie that God might, without actually 
destroying it, reduce it to > state of uncon- 
sciousness: but that He does not do this, even 
wheu the soul is past all hope of redemption, is 
evident trom His not doing it in the case of the 
lost angels. 

The sin of Satan was direct, and effected a 
total obduration, an entire extinction of the 

ivine image iu him. The first sin ot man was 
indirect, and effected but a partial extinction of 
the Divine image. And so long as the human 
soul bas not yet proceeded to such an intensity 
of sin as entirely to have obliterated the image 
of God it is still redeemapbie. 

The words of tbe creed, “He descended into 
nell.“ are no Romish myth. Christ descended 
into Hades, the intermediate state, and presest- 
ed Himself to the collective body of departed 
spirits as the Prince of Life. The pious dead 
suw Him as their Redeemer, the bardened sin- 
ners us their Judge, and to that vast multitude 
who had passed from life witout entire addic- 
tion to sin He preached the Gusvel and offered 

, tion. 

Teens resurrection bodies of the lost will not be 
pneumatie, but only psychic and tieshiy. They 
will be devoid of ail those qualities which couid 
serve to hide the inner batred and disorder of 
soul. 

Gut does not the perpetuity of a world of evil 
spirits conflict with the Christian doctrine of the 
“restoration of things’’? ifthe whole creation 
were but a singie creature this wight be so; but, 
as it consists of an iofinity of personal individu- 
als, it suffices to vindivate Goa’s sovereignty, 
thut all those who have realized their ideal be 
gathered into the kingdom of love, wulle such 
as have definitly resisted all the approacoes 
of grace, and have thus destroyed them- 
selves, are relegated to the realm 
of night, where they can no longer 
harm or disturb. Thus God is, in fact, ** all in 
all.” The right has conquered. Evil is shut up 
within bounds. There is no need that evil 
should be annihilated in order that, as with the 
six days of creation, so the six days of buman 
history may also ve pronounced a complete — 
cess. On the contrary. both anthropological, 
psy chological, and ethical considerauvus call for 
the possibility of an eternal damnation; for, : 

man cannot be saved by force, it must be possi- 
bie tor the will to bold: efinitively fast to its im- 
penitence, to reject forever all grace, and thus 
to preter its eterua!l damoution. Nor does (his 
possibility of an ever-during impeniteace — 
an eternal possibility of repentance; for — 1 
ence shows clearly that evil, when persisted in 
beyond a certain point, assumes the form of — 
unchangeable natural necessity.

ALLEGED APOSTACY. 
PROF. E. P. GOULD RETIRED FROM THE NEW- 
TON THEOLOGICAL INSTITUTION, 

New lor Tribune. 

Boston, Sept. 27.—The orthodox religious 
community is again agitated over the alleged 
apostacy of a prominent divine, whose case 
somewhat resembles that of the Rev. New- 
man Smith. This time it is the Baptists 
whose nerves have been put on ede. 

The Journal says: A paragraph which 
appeared recently in a religious weekly an- 
nounced that Prof. E. P. Gould had retired 
from the chair of New Testament Interpre- 
tation at the Newton Theologica! Institution. 
In connection with the history of this matter 
it is necessary to say that a by law of tne In- 
stitution provides that the several depart- 
ments shall be entirely independent of each 
other, the heads of the departinents holding 
equal rank as regards their teaching, and 
the President, who is one of them, exercises 
the funcuons of that olfice only as regards 
the external conduct of affairs and the regu- 
lation of matters other than those pertaining 
to the doctrines to be taught. 

The first intimation which Prof. Gould 
says he had af any movement to depose him 
was in June last, when the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board ef Trustees recommend- 
ed at the annual meeting of the board. 
without assiguing any reason therefor, 
that it was deemed advisable that 
Prof. Gould’s chair be declared vacant. 
Upon being asked to give their reasons for 
the recommendation, the members of the 
committee made the charge that there were 
grave differences of opinion ou denomina- 
tional doctrines between the Professor 
and the Rev. Dr. Hovey, the President. Upon 
learning of this charge, Prof. Gould waited 
upon the President and asked the truth of 
the matter. Dr. Hovey revlied that such dif- 
ferences of opinion did exist, but were not 
radical or in any way such as to be consid- 
ered heretical. Prof. Gould pressed his in- 
quiries further, and was answered that the 
differences were sufficient, in the judgment 
of the President, to be prejudicial to the in- 
terests of the institution. There came were, 
he said, young wen with minds not yet 
trained to for 1 opinions. It was those ovin- 
ions that they were to receive, and if they had 
one setof opinions impressed upon them in 
one classroom, and a different’ set 
in another, it would lead to discussion 
not only as to the merits of the instruction, 
but of the instructors as well, which wouid 
resultin harm to students and professors 
alike. Finally, a special committee of five 
was appointed carefully to consider the mat- 
ter, to report to the next annual meeting of 
the board, or sooner, at their discretion.” 

After several meetings and much delay the 
committee reported three to two in tavor of 
Prof. Gould. It was admitted that the Pro- 
fessor’s theology was all right, there being 
no ground for dismissal in this direction. 
The laymen took the matter up, and urged 
that reports“ concerning Prof. Gould’s 
heretical opinions were gaining cur- 
rency, and to the detriment finan- 
cially of the institution. The final vote 
stood thirteen against Prof. Gould and nine 
in his favor, exclusive of the President of 
the board, who did not vote, but who sides 
with the minority. Of the thirteen negative 
votes ten were cast by laymen. Prof. Gould 
has has retained his chair. in the institution 
fur thirteen years, and has been regarded as 
au able man. Ilie is probably a little wo lib- 
eral to suit the strictest of the sect.

The Prospects for Italian Opera and 
Her Majesty’s Company. 


The Question of Training Children’s 
Voices Briefly Discussed. 


Notes and Gossip on Musical Matters at 
Home and Abroad. 


The Light-Opera Season at the Grand 
Opera-House. 

During the past week the Hess Acme opera 
company has liad large audiences every night 
at the Grand Opera-Llouse, and has presented 
in succession the familiar operasof “ Fra 
Diavolo.“ “Chimes of Normandy,” “ Oli- 
vette,“ “ Martha.” Bohemian Girl,” “Mas- 
cotte,” and Maritana.“ The company is a 
Strong one, both in point of numbers and in 
persongel, and is entitled to credit for the 
mannet in which the different pieces have 
been presented. This commendation is of 
course relative, and applies to this organiza- 
tion by comparison with the majority of the 
traveling combinations seen here last year. 
The orchestra is weak, and should be better 
balaneéd and better drilled to render the per- 
formances more enjoyable and the musical 
part nearer to the standard of the drawatic 
portion, Asitis Mr. Hess has several per- 
sons in his company who can act, some whe 
sing, a few who can do both, and also two 
orthree who can do neither. This is the 
mixture generally found in such companies, 
it is true, but as a general thing those 
possessing the last qualilication are apt to be 
in the majority. Such is not the case here, 
for Mr. Hess has been fortunate in his en- 
gagements for the work outlined for the sea- 
son. The principal difficulty he has now to 
contend with is a tendency to indifference 
and listlesness on the part of the performers, 
leading naturally to a lack of thatlife and 
animation on which the success of these light 
operas depends. Mr. Hess has brought for- 
ward two new singers, Miss Cora Miller and 
Miss St, Quinten, in regard to whom there 
has been felt some little curiosity, especially 
in regard tothe former, since it is from the 
ranks of amateurs and novices that the sing- 
ers of the future mustcome. As a singer 
Miss Miller isa success, and as au artista 
failure. She has not the faintest conception 
apparertly of the actor’s art, but stands and 
voices her solo numbers as though on a con- 
cert platform. A clear voice, high, florid, 
and wejl-trained is a good thing and pleasant 
to hear, and this Miss Miller offers—and that is 
all. She has sung inonly one opera, and we 
find no announcement of her reappearance. 
Miss St. Quinten, on the other hand, is au 
actress of uncommon ability—the best Ser- 
polette we have ever seen—and gives life 
and spirit to whatever she undertakes, so 
conscientious is she in ker work. Her voice 
does not impress us as remarkable in quality 
or volume, but it is well managed, and in the 
“Bohemian Girl” displayed a sweetness in 
some of the numbers and a good method we 
had not supposed it to possess. We should 
have been glad to have seen the little lady in 
some of her other röles. During the coming 
week she will probably be heard in The 
Mascotte,” and as Rose Friquet in a new 
opera to be given Friday or Saturday night, 
if the business manager succeeds by that 
time in finding a libretto among his 
possessions. The title of the work is 
“The | Dragoons of Villars,” and it 
has not yet been given here, although 
not a new work.

When authorities differ who bull decide? 
Yours, A CHILD'S FRIEND. 


We might say, by way of brief answer, 
that when “authorities differ“ the best way 
to settle the question is to let common sense 
decide it. It used to be irreverently stated 
that when doctors disagreed the patient 
was pretty sure to get well. In this case we 
must plead ignorance of the arguments used 
by Nrs. Eddy in the paper referred to, as we 
have ndt read it. As to Mr. Tomlins' plans 
and putposes we are, however, somewhat 
faintiat with them, have attended his “ chil- 
dren’s dlass,” and havecordially inaorsed the 
work he has entered upon. It is true most 
of the*authorities disapprove of teaching 
children to sing at too early an age. But that 
is plainly on the supposition that such teach 
ing involves a forcing of the voice, an at- 
teurpt to develop power, and a consequent 
straining of the vocal organs. Teachers 
either seek to bring ont phenomena, or are 
unwilling to wait and bring the young voice 
along Slowly. Mr. Tomlins proposes to 
do exactly the reverse of all this. 
lle permits no loud singing, and in- 
truets the children that physical exer- 
tion neter should accompany good singing. 
The child first crawls, then waiks; first 
spells, then reads. There is no valid reason 
why the rudiments of vocal culture should 
not beimparted to young people, and the 
foundation laid for appreciation of good 
music. To correct the tendency to strain 
childreh’s voices by developing power only 
is certainly commendable, and is the chief 
featur@in Mr. Tomlins’ plan. The scholars 
now fill Apollo Hall, and the lessons are at- 
tended by large numbers of older people— 
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project is assured asto numbers. It is not 
intended to make any exhibition of the chil- 
dren, but only to help them to understand 
inusie and to cultivate their vocal organs 
slowly, geutly, and gradually; and we thiuk 
“a child’s friend” need have no fears as to 
the consequences.

THE MARKET. 


Lot and Acre Property. 

The popular verdict of real-estate deale.s 
upon the market during the past week was 
about the same as that expressed for six 
weeks previous, on the whole present pros- 
pects may be considered decidedly encourag- 
ing,” but as far as can be learned from them 
there is really no improvement in the mar- 
ket. ‘There is no speculative demand for any 
kind of property, the inquiry being almost 
entirely for inside and residence property for 
immediate improvement and investment. 
Just how soon the fall boom will strike the 
niarket ig now a mystery, as the strenuous 
efforts of the dealers to work up the 
usual autumnal rush have been in- 
effectual. However, all are do- 
ing a good steady business better 
than last year at this time—and very little 
complaint is heard except regarding the 
painful dullness in acre property. ‘The aver- 
age real-estate man is far-seeing, and is gen- 
erally able to figure out difficult problems in 
his Dusiness, butas yet he has failed to ac- 
count for the lack of interest in acre-prop- 
erty. It can't be. he argues, that it is held 
too high, although lie is aware that one own- 
er of a tract for which he paid $40,000 a lit- 
cle less than a year ago last week refused 
$80,000 for it, and with refreshing indiffer- 
ence declined to name the figure he would 
accept. The Garfield purchase, which has 
been reported, is not generally regarded as a 
wise investment, although the improvements 
of that town of which Mr. Dreyer speaks 
elsewhere, will not detract from the value of 
the property. 

THE BUILDING OF FLATS. 

A question which aside from the regular 
market is c@tamanding the attention of own- 
ers of property and dealers in the enormous 
increase in thenumber of flats throughout 
the city duritigthe past year, and the pros- 
pective increase during next year. At pres- 
ent the demand is good for this class of 
dwellings and a@wneis experience no dif- 
culty in renting ajmost any sort of traps they 
may put up at a good figure. But the ques- 
tion is, Are notteo wany traps being built? 
And wili not the wholesale construction of 
all sorts of flats result very soon disastrously 
to the owners? The judgment of many very 
sensible men is that it will—that it will 
result in a reduction in rents that

in some of the illy-constructed houses very 
poor indeed. if they alone would suffer 
there would be little cause for apprehension. 
ut the reduction of rents in houses con- 
tru on linprov plaus would also fol- 
low. hile this might be a condition of at- 
fairs eminéntly satisfactory to the rent- 
„the owner is interested In averting 

any such consummation, The flat fever 

however, has not yet reached the crisis; an 
before the turn comes Chicago will have 
doubied the number of flats now within her 
limits. The craze has also extended to sev- 
eral suburbs where it would generally be 
supposed there would be no necessity or de- 
sire to economize space, and recently per- 
mts have been issued for large buildings of 
this character in severalof the larger towns.

The Chicago & Evanston Hallroad. 

It is pretty well settled that the Chicago & 
Evanston Railroad will be transferred from 
the paper upon which it has been so many 
years to the ground shown in the recent 
tracings made by the engineer of/the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Company, and that 
South Evanston at least and intermediate 
points will have the connection with Chicago 
that has been so long desired. Work was 
begun on the construction of the new road at 
Fullerton avenue last week, and the promise 
has been made that it would be pushed as 
rapidly and as far as possible. As yet the 
company has not succeeded in convincing the 
people of Evanston that it would be to the 
lasting advantage of that hamlet to have the 
road enter it by way of the lake shore. and 
the probabilities are that it will experience 
considerable trouble in making the people 
see the matter in that light. 1＋ strong et- 
fort is being made, however, in that direc- 
tion, and it may prove successful, but the 
chances are against such aresult. Owners 
of property along the line of the road 
repurt nothing in the shape of a boom on ac- 
count of the new work. On the coutrary, 
there is, if possible, even less inquiry for 
property in that section than previously. A 
dealer who is handling a good-sized tract on 
the projected road in conversation yesterday 
afternoon said: “ People are more careful 
than they were a few years ago. have 
known the time that if a line like that pro- 
posed was even surveyed people would have 
fairly-gone wild over the matter, and prop- 
erty would have been raised fairly out of 
sight. Now, howeyer, when the work has 
actually begun they hold off. The reason of 
this doubtless is that they have no assurance 
that the road willever go beyond the city 
limits, and they have been bitten often 
enough to make them cautious. I don’t

Another Manulactory tor Garfield.

„ did you say?’ “At least $2,000.00. The 
company will build not only the factory, but 
also bouses for the men. Work will be supplied 
for at least 1,000 empioyés. The company will 
own the buildings and rent them to the work- 
men.” “The works will be started within a 
month?” Les, building will commence within 
that time in order to have the works in opera- 
tion Carly next spring.” 


Chicago & Atlantic Improvements, 

A trial trip over the Chicago & Atiantic 
Railway to North Judson, Ind., and return, 
which was made on Friday of last week, 
justified the statement of the officials of the 
company that the road will be open for busi-.

At the crossing of the road over the Kanka- 
kee River the company propose toestablish a 
commodious elub-house, lay out extensive 
grounds, and open to the public an excellent 
resort for hunting, fishing, boating, and the

Correcting Discrepancies. 

A few weeks ago Mr. J. G. Cozzens was 
employed by the Citizers’ Association to as- 
certain the average actnal value of real 
estate in Cook County, with a view of correct- 
ing the discrepancies known to exist between 
the actual values and the returns made by the 
local Assessors. Mr. Cozzens, it appears, 
has succeeded in developing the fact that the 
total assessment as returned is nearly $3,- 
000,000 jess than the total obtained by the in- 
vestigation. In other words, the assessment, 
which, contrary to law, is made at one-third 
instead of full value, if multiplied by three, 
so as to give the t@tal value of real estate, alves 
it at less than $5000,000,000, whenin reality 
it should be stated at $562,880,534.29. More 
than this, it was ascertained that in no case 
had the Assessors assessed one-third of full 
values, but considerably less, as, for instance, 
on acre tracts it was but 1244 per cent, on 
ne poten yg lots only 14 per cent, and on lots 21 

er cent. 

4 The main fact developed by the investiga- 
tion is, that whereas it has been generally 
supposed that taxation in this county and 
city was 5 per cent of Hull value, it is a frac- 
tion less than 1 per cent, which is below the 
rate in any other city of cousiderable size in 
the country.

BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


Two New Mansions, 

Messrs. Burnham & Root, the well- 
known architects, have completed plans for 
Mr. J. V. Farwell’s new house which he 
will soon erect on Pierson street. The 
structure will be seventy-five by sixty-five 
feet on the ground floor, and will be con- 
structed of gray and buff marble from the 
north shore of Lake Michigan, which will be 
laid in small stones, which will be bush- 
hammered. The type of the design fs laid 
perpendicular English of the period of 
Henry VIL ‘The entrance is on Person 
street, and to it leads a wide flight of granit 
steps, with two square landings, the main di- 
rection of the steps being parallel with the 
front of the house.

Passing through the south doorway into 
the front hail the reception room is to the 
right, and the library, whicli is 22 by 26 feet, 
is to the left. Beyond these rooms and open- 
ing from the front hall and diagonally from 
the two rooms is the central hall. This is a 
large room 20 by 2 feet, at the end of which 
and opposit the entrance to the hall is a deep 
chimney corner and a largé open fireplace.

The house will be 60x 
100 feet, constructed * of Philadelphia 
pressed brick, with molded jams, string 
courses, and red terra cotta made from the 
same clay. It is designed in the renaissance 
of Francis L, the front being decorated with 
elaberate carvings in panels of red terra cotta 
and rich friezes. The two large Days which 
flank the doorway on the main front sre 
united in the second story, and their outer 
lines are carbelled out to the main-wall line 
of the house, so as to be included under 
one great roof.

The only windows In 
the third story on this front are included in 
a large twisted gable, which is enriched with 
an elaborately-modeled tympanum of terra- 
cotta.

The first story con- 
sists of a large hall 18x27 feet, a parlor, Ii 
brary, dining-room, private office, elevator 
kitchen, serving-rooms, etc., and the second 
and third stories are divided into bedrooms, 
The first and second stories are finished in 
hardwoods, the first being designed to em- 
body in its detail and decerative carvings em- 
ployed a peculiar richness and delicacy of 
the French chateau of this period.

The local money market was more adtive on 
Saturday.

SHIPHERD SUED. 


An Unsatisfied Claim for $200 Against 
the South American Billionaire. 
New York Sun, Sept. 27. 

Jacob R. Shipherd was yesterday defendant 
in Marine Court, Part IL, before Judge 
Hyatt, in a suit in which one of his creditors 
sought to compel him to pay $200. The suit 
grew out of the indebtedness of a bank which 


Shipherd controlled in Chicago, and which 
collapsed in 1874. One of the creditors of 
the bank was Thomas Keiler, of Ciicago, 
who, in common with others, received in ac- 
knowledgment of his claim a paper, of Which 
the following is a copy: 

SETTLEMENT CERTIFICATE. 


No. 17. $80. 
CCA, July 7. 1874. 

The undersigned will pay to the order of 
Thomas Keiber, upon sutrender of this certiti- 
cate, properly indorsed, on demand, eighty dol- 
lars, With ipterest at the rate of six per cent per 
anoum, value receiyed. JACos K. SHIPHERD. 

At the side of the certificate was this: 

This certificate may be converted, as cash, 
into real estate at or before maturity, at boia- 
er's option. 

Mr. Keiher did not get a chance to demand 
his money in Chicago, because Shipherd left 
town. hen Mr. Keiher found that Ship- 
herd had located in New York he employed 
Lawyers Peckham & Tyler to try to collect 
his bill. Shipherd declined to pay, and his 
defense is that he “loaned to the plaintiff, 
at his request,” the sum of which hedemands 
payment “in a note delivered to the plaintiff 
at the said time, and which note is Set forth 
in the said complaint, and he demands judg- 
ment for said sum, with interest from July 
7, 1874, and which shall be an offset to any 
recovery by the plaintiff.” Mr. Peckham 
characterizes Shipherd’s position as that of a 
debtor pleading his own notes ds a claim 
against his creditors. 

The case occupied the court all day yester- 
day. Shipherd was on the witness-stand 
during the greater part of the day. Here are 
some of the questions and auswers: 

Q.—Did your clerk, Foster Sbores, perjure 
himself when be swore that you hid yourseif 
when the rust of unfortunate depositors tbhreat- 
ened you? A.—Hedid. He lied out of whole 
cloth. He told an outrageous lie. 

Y.—Did Mr. Brown, your Chicago lawyer, per- 
jure himseif when he swore that you bid? 
A.—He did: be lied. 

Q.—Did the piain:iff perjure bimseif when he 
swore that these certificates were ail you gave 
** for his deposit in your bank? A.— Les; it is 
a lie. 

Some of Shipherd’s answers were very 
long and discursive, and Judge Hyatt or- 
dered him to desist from delivering lectures, 
and to answer the questions put to him. In 
the course of his testimony Shipbherd swore 
that he had paid all his Chicago creditors. 

In his remarks to the jury Mr. Peckham 
spoke of Mr. Shipherd as a parson, yet an 
impostor and swindler; a banker, yet now 
undergoing supplementary proceedings; and 
a lawyer, yet an ignoramus.” 

The case is to be continued today. [A ver- 
dict has since been given for Keiher.]
